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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the applicant's remarks, the argument is that 
the prior art does not teach ot suggest "the gradational expression of the moving picture area which is formed by means of temporal 
modulation and the gradational expression of the still picture area is formed by fixing respective picture elements in an ON/OFF state". 
Examiner disagrees with the applicant because those limitations were rejected in the cancelled claims 32-34 using the prior art, Akimito 
et al. As can be seen in the last rejection, the prior art, Akimoto et al. teach that figure 3 shows the gradational expression between the 
moving picture display area and the still picture display area and they are separately formed by using different symbols. And it says in 
the prior art, (Column 6, lines 30-38), the moving and still picture display areas having different rates. We all know that the still picture is 
fixed on a ON/OFF rates which is different from the moving picture that modulates with time rates. Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 
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
